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Mb.  Chairman  and  Gentleman, 

The  population  of  the  district  at  the  Census  of  1901  was 

2,850. 

In  previous  yearly  reports  the  estimates  of  population  were 
slightly  too  high.  In  this  report  corrections  have  been  made  in 
the  figures  of  some  of  the  columns  of  Table  I.,  so  that  they  may 
exactly  represent  the  facts. 

BIRTHS. — The  number  of  births  registered  was  66,  equal  to  a 
birth-rate  of  23’1  per  1,000,  and  Table  I.  shews  that  this  is  the 
lowest  for  many  years. 

DEATHS. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  44,  equal  to 
a death-rate  of  15.4  per  1,000,  but  excluding  the  deaths  at  the 
Workhouse  of  people  belonging  to  other  districts,  the  number 
was  27,  equal  to  a death-rate  on  the  present  population  of  9'4 
only,  which  is  the  lowest  death-rate  recorded  for  the  district. 
During  the  whole  year  the  district  has  been  free  from  any  serious 
epidemic  disease  whatever,  and  to  this  I attribute  the  low  death- 
rate  rather  than  to  the  general  sanitary  state  of  the  district. 

The  infantile  mortality  was  75  per  1,000  births.  The  death- 
rate  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  was  '95  per  1,000, 
three  deaths  having  been  attributed  to  Diarrhoea,  but  no  death 
was  due  to  any  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 


NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  — 16  cases  were 
reported,  viz.  : 1 case  of  Diphtheria,  3 of  Scarlatina,  5 of  Enteric 
Fever,  and  7 of  Erysipelas. 

DIPHTHERIA. — Very  grave  sanitary  defects  were  present  at 
the  house,  but  the  drainage  arrangements  are  being  entirely 
remodelled,  and  a new  privy  erected  at  a reasonable  distance  from 
the  dwelling. 

SCARLATINA. — Of  the  3 cases,  2 were  certainly  imported,  as 
they  occurred  in  the  case  of  visitors  and  the  illness  commenced 
within  a short  time  of  their  arrival.  The  other  one  was  the  child 
of  a resident,  and  the  origin  could  not  be  traced,  but  cases  of  the 
disease  had  been  occurring  in  the  neighbourhood.  All  were 
treated  at  home  and  isolated  as  far  as  possible. 

ENTERIC  FEVER.— 2 cases  occurred  at  a house  when  there 
was  a temporary  failure  in  the  usual  water  supply,  and  impure 
water  was  being  used.  No  clue  to  the  origin  of  the  other  3 could 
be  obtained. 

ERYSIPELAS  . — The  cases  appeared  to  have  no  connection 
with  each  other.  They  were  only  half  as  numerous  as  in  the 
previous  year.  Two  of  them  occurred  at  the  Workhouse. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION  is  slowly  improving.  Several 
cottages  are  defective  in  through  ventilation  and  almost  devoid 
of  air  space  behind,  these  have  been  from  time  to  time  brought  to 
your  notice  with  recommendations  as  to  improvement,  where  such 
is  possible — one  has  been  closed,  and  one  pulled  down.  7 new 
houses  have  been  erected. 

No  case  of  overcrowding  has  been  brought  to  my  notice. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — A report  was  presented  dealing  with  a 
further  water  supply,  but  the  present  arrangements  appear  to  act 
fairly  well  at  the  present,  as  in  spite  of  the  dry  summer,  there 
was  plenty  of  water.  Seven  houses  previously  othei-wise  supplied 
have  had  the  Town  water  laid  on. 

SEWERAGE.— The  report  of  the  Exeter  Septic  Tank 
Company’s  Engineer,  relating  to  the  sewage  disposal  of  the 
district,  has  received  anxious  consideration  at  your  hands,  but  you 
have  not  been  able  to  come  to  any  final  decision  with  reference  to 
it. 


I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  certain 
houses  just  beyond  your  boundary  in  the  direction  of  Ashford, 
the  drainage  of  which  might  apparently  without  much  difficulty 
be  pi-ovided  for  by  this  scheme  if  desired. 

The  laud-drains  on  the  east  side  of  the  river,  down  which  some 
of  the  sewage  passes,  have  been  cleared  out. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. — The  public  Tip  has  been  enlarged. 
A tip-cart  has  been  procured  for  the  removal  of  uightsoil,  and  is 
satisfactory. 

Thei'e  are  250  privy  ashpits,  176  fixed  ash  receptacles,  and  48 
movable  ones.  These  have  been  emptied  at  a cost  of  ,£163. 

INSPECTION. — The  district  has  been  systematically  inspected 
and  details  are  given  in  the  Inspector’s  report  appended.  The 
slaughter-houses  and  bake-houses  have  been  visited  periodically. 
One  slaughter-house,  which  has  already  been  fully  reported  on, 
requires  great  alteration  or  removal  to  a less  confined  neighbour- 
hood. The  rest  are  in  fair  condition. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  chief  improvements  effected 
during  the  year  : — 

10  pi'ivies  have  been  converted  into  water-closets. 

2 new  W.C.’s  have  taken  the  place  of  defective  ones. 

16  privy-ashpits  have  been  reconstructed  and  roofed. 

1 ashpit  has  been  reconstructed. 

5 cottages,  which  previously  had  joint  use  of  a privy  or 

W.C.,  now  have  sole  use  of  one. 

6 houses  have  had  a new  system  of  drainage  applied. 

1 back  yard  has  been  concreted. 

The  Regulations  under  the  Dairies  Order  are  settled,  and  are 
ready  for  formal  adoption  at  your  meeting  to-day. 

About  350  yards  of  asphalte  footpath  have  been  laid. 

The  chief  sanitary  requirement  of  the  district  is  undoubtedly, 
as  the  County  Medical  Officer  says,  a scheme  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal.
